BUTLER ON THE TREATMENT
OUBA BY THE ADMINISTRATION.
Prom the N. ¥. World,

General Butler is represented, in a morn.
ing radical print, as saying that the adminis-
tration has pnrsued a trifing policy towards
Ouba unworthy of a great government; tha
it shonld efther have grauted belligerent
vights to the Cubans long ago, or else have
frankly told them its pn‘ih'_r was cold non-
fntervention. In aword, he 1% reported to be
generally disgustod with the conduot of the
Government on the Caban guestion.

We are inclined to think that when the
ofllcial correspondence of the Department of
State ou this topie 18 made publie, as it will
ba when Congross assembles, it will be fonnd
{hat Mr, Fish has suiled on a pretty steady
and well-defined course. And yot it is un.
donbtedly true that the course of this Gov-
erutent in respeet to the Cuban insurrection
winy seonr to an outsider to wibble-wabble
like that of o dronken man. This has come
vory iuch, we feel sure, from the words and
acts of General Grant and certain members
of his Cabinet who have legally nothing
to do with the sdministration of foreign
aflairs, Grant was early persuaded by
PBanks and one or two other sensational
politicians thnt all sorts of things were to
come ont of the proposed insurrcction, and
he wade commitments which it was not easy
or convenient for a Seoretary of Btate to for-
mwulnte into an official note to the Bpanish
Minister or to any one else. Thoe views of
the President were as impracticable of codifi-
cation in official form as were the propositions
of Mr. Bumner's Alabama speech. Girant
found it was neocessary to exocnte the nen-
trality laws; but yet he talked Lo tho onthusi-
astic friends of Cuba in o way to lead them to
suppose that no serious obstacle would be
interposed to their filibustering schemes,
Henee, the general impression which provailed
that the President would wink at violations
of the law. Thug, too, it has been in respect
to belligerenoy recognition, While the State
Department, so far as the public knows, has
found no solid gronnd for “‘recognition” and
has not been able to possess ilself of reasons
sullicient in the forum of intornational law
to justify the act either to the Senate, this
conntry, or foreign conniries, President
Grunt: in his summer vacation, has managad,
unconscionsly perhaps, to satisfy all in.
quirers about Cuban affairs, and their number
Lhas been legion, that he was so decidedly
for Free Cnba that belligerence could not fail
to come ol an carly day. The conversation of
the late Secretary Rawling (so gratefully re-
membered by the Onbans), and that of Post-
master-General Creswell, all tended in the
sinme direction, The representatives of the
Ciibans, Messrs, Lemus and Ruiz, had con-
stant access to these Cabinet ministers, and,
in their zeal, supposed theyspoke for this
Government. The ungnarded words of Sickles
before he left New York contributed largely
to produce a general impression that Grant
wits to move at once on the works of Spain,
ns on the fortifieations of an enemy, District
Attorney Plerrapont has, in like manner,dono
mieh to ereate the belief that this general
flood of Cuban sensation bore along with it
the Departiment of Foreign Aflairs,

By muking this distinetion between the
policy of the Government, as manifested by
its  official  communications with foreign
powers throngh the Secrelary of Btate, on
the one hand, and the sentiments of promi-
nent members of the administration, uttered
in private conversation, on the other hand,
we save the United States from the charge of
vacillation mnd  uncertainty preferved by
Creneral Butler,

That this general ontside sensational talk
of these members of the administeation, very
like the twaddle of Postmaster-General Cres-
well on the Stock Exchange the other day,
hias done incalenlable harm to Cubn, there
can be no doubt. Tor, while the poliey of
the Govermment was really non-intervention
sud honest nentrality towards Bpain, these
fussy busybodies have made that power be-
lieve that the United States not only had
sympathy for her rebels but bitter antipathy
aguinst hersell, Thus it was that when, a
little time since, such belief obtained firm
foothold in Madrid, there was an expression
of a universal purpose thronghont the Penin.
sula, imecluding republicans, couservatives,
Carlists, partisuns of Isabelln, and every-
body else, to put down the rebollion in
Cuba at all hazards, While the good offices
of the United States were accopted by Spain
with gratitude, mediation was peremptorily
refused. All negotiations for transfer of Cuba
to the Ounbans ended in an instant, The
mwan whoe shounld to-day in Madrid seriously
propose the sale of Cuba at any price, would,
our correspondents inform ns, be hooted in
the streets, General Prog, a8 we know, has-
tened from Paris to  harry forward troops to
Cuba, resolved to put dowh fhe insurrection,
no matter at what saerifice money and menns
therefor were obtained, All this feeling hus
been by something in the United
States which appenred to Bpain to ba threpts,
or by suspicions of threats, of interference on
our part in favor of the Cespades insnrgents !

Few Btates did more gallant servies in the
witr for the Union than Peunsyvivania and
Ohio. They senl their sons to the field and
they poured fheir money into the nationa!l
Treasury.

tile armies just across her southern border,
and was saved from invasion ounly by the
hard fighting of her soldievs. I« it concsiva-
ble that when the work in which they have
taken sucl a noble share is all bmt finished,
they should turn back nnd try lo wado the
labor of such p:\irﬂ'ul yvears ¥ The war was
fonght that America might be consolidated as
a nation of free and homogencons States,
upon the common principle of equal rights for
all. This eannot be while a remnunt of bond-
pge yet lingers in the constitutions of the
reconstructed SBtates. 1t is not enongh that
we have decreed the destruction of slavery.
We have also to demand guarantees that it
ghall never be restored either in fact or in
namne, We have to ]JI:IH‘ the freed race in
gueh g position tha they can peaceably en
force their natural rvights in the only way an
American citizen ever should needto enforee
them, that is, by the protection of the ballot
We have to defend them against the mnrder.
ovs outrages of Ku-Klux Klans and the
smaller wrongs of unrepentant Rebels who
have not yet lemrned that the laborer is wor-
thy of his hire. Inn wurd,‘wv must secure all
the people of the l'lnit(:.-.l States in the enjoy
ment of their life, liberty, and property, and
antil we have done this wehave ool gl hered
the fimits of the war.

It isnot payment to send away
our coreditors with less than we promised
them.: We have no business to diminish their
interest nnder pretense of taxing bonds whioh
we agreed should be free of taxation, or to
diminish their principal by paying it in o
depreciated currency instead of coin. We
must just pay what onr bargain ealls for; de-
ducling one cent is flat thievery. Let ns
have no dodging. The debt cannot be wiped
ont with greenbacks., A promise to pay is
not eatisfied by another promise to pay, nor
by tendering debased coin worth loss thantits
face. Neither do we keep to our bargain
when, after promiging six per cent. interest
on onr linlul-—, we offer ﬂi]]}' foar por cont.,,
and say, “Oh, we will keep the rest and call
it taxes.” The man who votes to repudiate
any portion of the national debt is no more
honest than the tradesman who repudintes his
private obligations. We are bound to pay
our debt in full, we can pay it in full, and we
will pay it in full,

Here then aro the two erowning works which
are still before the American peopla—the rati-
fication of freedom by the XVth amendmeont,
and the satisfootion of our debt. Townrds
both we have made great progress. Nearly
the whole required number of Btates have
given their nssent to the amendment, and the
redoction of the debt has gone on so rapidly
during Gen, Grant's efficicnt and economical
admimstration that we can anticipate very
soon a sensible lessening of taxation, and
snch an inerense in the national credit that
the rest of our bonds can be funded, with the
consent of the holders, at & lowor rate of in-
terest than we are now paying. We trust
none of our brethren who have marched with
us thus far will turn back when we are so
near the end of our jowrney.

RETURNING CHINAMEN.
From the N, ¥, Hevald,

The steamer China, which left San Fran.
cisco on Monday, the {th inst., carried away
~—besides an American Minister to Japan and
severnl Consuls to Japan and China from the
United States, Great Britain and Belgium,
and o large bateh of missionaries to China—
no less than eight hundred and five retarning
Chinamen, and three baodrod and thirky-
seven thousand dollars in troasure, most of it
destined for Hong Kong, ‘Thuas the relations
of Ban Francisco with the extreme Oriont aro
stendily incressing. It has been said that the
majority of these retwimug Clhinamen have
grined money in Amerviea, but that many of
them, llullm}m almost all, Qo back to their
nutive conntry in eonsequence of the hostility
manifested townrds them by the Californin
population. The eruel treatent and unjust
legislation to which Clinese inumigrants to
California have been snbjected seem to en-
lightened minds at once selfish, silly and
short-sighted; although popualar ipstinets
are rarely altogether unjustifiable, nnd
the prejudice against Chinese immigration
may be pirtly accountod for by the fact that,
notwithstunding its  demonstrable aterial
advantages in the future development of the
wealth of the Pacifie slope nud of the semi-
tropical Southern States, not only the viees
of the Chinaman, but his apparent incapacity
for moralimprovement, hisstereotyped habits
as o sort of moral fossil and the manifest in-
feriority of his politioal to lus industrini capn-
bilities, make it still an open question whether
it shonld be encouraged or discouraged.
Meanwhile, it has actually begun and is
rapidly increasing at an almost ineredible
rate,  And each of these retuming Chinamen
will be a living epistle to a widening civcle
of acquaintances at home, who will be
onger to seek in America the marvellonsly
high wages and the plentiful food of which ho
will tell such surprising tales. Every letter
enclosing a five-pound note and sent howe by
the Irish, or Scoteh, or English, or German
immigrant to the United States has been in-
gtrumental in swelling the tide of immigra.
tion to this country, 5o each Chinaman who
goes home himself, whatover his imuorediate
motives for returning may be, will prove to
be more efficient than all his fellow-passen-
gers, the missionaries, in multiplying the
ntiber of his compatriots who are to be
brought within the influences of Awmerican
civilization, No people ure more attached to
their native soil than the Chinese, and a large
part of the transportation business between
San Francisco and Hong Kong consists in
sending to the latter port the corpses of
Chinamen, Whether the Chinamen go back
alive with money in their pockets or aro car-
ried back dead in their coffins, theiv patient
industry while here deposits a permanent ad-
dition to our national wealth., In this con-
nection we are glad to say that in New York,
at least, effiorts have beecn seriously made to
supply with suiteble instruction the few
Chinamen whom we sce selling candy and
cignrs st our street corners. On Monday
evening  the Chinese school, fonnded by My,
and Mrs. Railsback, at the Five Points House
of Industry, celebratod its mnnual festival,
Chinese dishes and music on Chinese instri-
ments, a8 well as speeches in both Chinese
and English, were features of the oconsion.
Tho intelligence and rapid progress of these
Chinese pupils, who devote their evenings to
study, are applauded by their feachor, When
they alse go back to Ching they way become
feachers in their torm. )
HISTORICAL PRECEDENTS FOR THE

CASE OFF THE IHORNET.

The action of the United States officials in
summarily seizing the Caban privateer Hornot
withont any complaint being entered by the
Bpanish Consuls, is in entire lmrnmuy with
the precedents of onr history. It has always
been held that the Government officers eould
libel and arrest, or the Secratary of State
detpin, suspicious cruisers merely on an
affidavit or on any ‘‘probable cause.” 1t is
true that in similar eases with the prosent
the Federal Government bas not always boen
nhile to prove Fhostile intont in the efuip-
ment of a suspicions vessel, and many
cruisers bave thus escaped to prey on the
commerce of powers at peace with us,
In 1806, during the struggles of Bpain with
her rebeéllions South American ecolonies,
nmnerous eruisers, under the American flag,
or some flag of the insurgent States, escaped
from onr ports and plondered Spauish ships,
So strong was the sympathy of our people
with the struggling nationalities that the
ntmost vigilines on the part of onr officials
conld not prevent the issning forth of thess
| privateers. Wherever it conld be l]l'u‘n'.ll that
the privateers made onr ports the base of Lheir
operations, or that they were armwed and
aquipped hero with hostile intent, sand their
| enrgoes or plonder came under the jurisdic.
| tion of our courts, they were uniformly con
demned, and the Spanish owners were reim-
| bursed. Whatever were (he individuaal sym-

pathies of onr citizens the naotion, of our

Portugal, again, th 1219 entersd a com-
plaint against a certain privateor esoaping
from Baltimore, whose position ecorresponded
almosk precisely with that of the Hornet. 1t
sailed nnder a private flag, that of Artigns,
rebol commander who had not even a port;
a8 the Hornet suils nnder the commission of
Cospedes, who 8 in the same rrm]iwuunnt.
The Portugunese Government claimed that the
insurgents conld not even be considored bel.
ligerents, as they were not in possession of
any seaport, and that even if thoy were, the
issning of privatecrs who lad been nrmod
and equippied in neutral porta was contrary to
international law. Our Government admit-
ted the iile'gu]ito\' of such expelditions, nnd
were perfootly ready to try any cases which
might be presented by the Portugnese officialy
to our prize courls; but they wounld not ns-
fnme any responsibility for the deproadations
of the cruisers after they had exercised nil
reasonable vigilanes to prevent their sniling
This honorablo and just position towards bl
ligerents has been [[)w uniform procedent in
our history.

We do not believe that the present ndmin-
istration is going to violate it. 'The Iornet
is [oither n Pernvian privateer, saling from,
and armed, r--luimn_--‘. and mafned in our
ports, or she is a vessel without a flag, bound
on n hostile errand against a power at peace
with the United States, In the former case,
she mnst be condemned as a violator of our
neutrality aets; in the Iatter, as a pirate,

LOPEZ AND PARAGUAY
J am 'f" .\‘ i- Iflf.l"' .

As nearly ns we can make ount from the con-
flicting reports, the great allied vietory in
Paraguay was the cover for the allied evacun-
tion of the country. It was the same device
which prompts a grand lighting of camp fires
or a terrible eannonade, under cover of which
an army withdraws from its lines. 'T'here is
no doubt of the severe loss inflicted upon
Lopoz by the Count d'Ea's movements. He
wns driven back with lozs of all, or nearly all,
his artillery, and fully 2500 men, from As.
enrra to Peribabui, from Peribebui to Carn-
gnaty, and finally to the Grand Cordilleras,
where we now find him intrenched at Oce-
anaza.  Ho far the glory noud the gain in this
advance are all with the allies. But what
comes next in the late Buenos Ayres tidings
tells a different story:—

The allies, having gone as far as prodent from
their rail and river communications, are com-
pelled to return, not venturing to lengihen
further their line of wagon supply.  We
shionld not be at all surprised to learn that
Lopez, who was Intely reported as haing *in
flight,” was pressing npon the line of allied
retroat,

In drawing these eonclusions, we mean no
disparagement to the DBrazilian advanco,
which was conducted, epparently, with con.
sununate skill. There was no effort to ent off
Lopez by flanking colnmns at the ontset; but
{his was due to the nulure of the ground—
there being but four passes in the mountain
range where Lopez was originally fortified at
Ascurra, and all but one of these, nuwely, the
one in which he was located, beiag fillod with
abatiis, The line of pursnit and retreat was
direct; and Lopoez \\'c-h saw that by withdraw-
ing he would bring his adversary fo a place
from which he in turn must retroat, The
two battles he deliverad seem to have been
mainly in order to aveid being driven too
closely. And, in fine, so far from the origi-
nnl Lisbon news— *‘the war is considered at an
ond, and the Paraguayans ave no longer able to
continue the struggle —being true, Lopesz will
in his turn, probably, gain sowe pelty advan-
thgres.

The allies, therefore, ean do no better than
to make terms with Lopes. If they do notl,
before long we shull hear of the Dietator ap-
pearing in the environs of Asuncion, and
threatening the city.
